English coaching 
methods changing

Venables, Mullery, McCreadie, Boyle, Jennings, McNeil — _ these 
London stars from Chelsea, Tottenham and Arsenal were just a few of the 
players who did the coaching course with Mike Johnson recently. 


“The course, over three 
months, was staged at Ar- 
senal’s ground Highbury 
and conducted by FA chief 
coach Alan Wade. 


Johnson, the former. 
Newcastle, Fulham, South 
Coast United and finally 


Croatia inside-forward, has 
just returned from England 
where his main mission was 
to get an FA coaching 
ticket. 

First he attended a one- 
week course at Durham 
where the pupils live-in and 
devote all their time to the 


subjects. 

Then came the three- 
month course in London 
with equal emphasis on 
practical and theoretical 
subjects. 


“Coaching methods are 
rapidly changing in Eng- 
land,” said Mike Johnson 
this week. 

“More and more coaches 
and managers want to de- 
velop the ball skill of the 
players. 

“They also begin to real- 
ise the importance of fluid 
teamwork based on inter- 
passing and moving into 


‘j}open spaces. 


“In contrast with past 
practices, they openly en- 
courage the development of 
a player’s dribbling ability. 

“Coaches begin to realise 
that in today’s modern foot- 
ball a good dribbler is badly 
needed to open up massed. 
defences.” 

“This change in attitudes 
is the result of the Contin- 
ental influence on British 
soccer,” says Johnson. 

“Years ago British teams 
hardly ever met Continen- 
tals but now, through the 
various European cups, 
trafic has vastly increased. 

“This may prove to be of 
mutual benefit. 

“The English teams are 
getting more skilful while 
the Continentals begin to 
show added stamina and 
strength.” 

Johnson is now back with 
the ABC as a news reporter 


— and hopes to pass om his 
know-how to Sydney 
players. : 

He wants either a coach- 
ing post or a player-coach 
assignment. 

“Preferably in a growing 
district club, maybe in the 
Second Division,’ he said. 

“Tr’s usually there that 


you find the most fertile soil- 
for new methods and the 
younger players who are still 
pliable.” 

Johnson is still a retained 
Croatia player — but he is 
free to work as a coach. 

Anybody interested 
should ting him on 
502-1084. 


How about, for a start, 
clubs co-operating with State 
coach Joe Venglos and em- 
barking at once on a rational, 
planned preparation of the 
State team.

ROAMING WINGER 
LIKES NEW TEAM

As soccer success goes, the loyal band of fans who support Sydney’s 
Polonia team have had little to enthuse about in recent seasons. 


About the only “joy” they 
have had has been to see the 
team from across the bridge 
escape the anonymity of Sec- 
ond Division football..

News from the USA

in 18 months. Oakland, the 1967 US Professional 
League champions, were beaten by Atlanta 1-0. 
Oakland hadn’t lost a match for 23 games at 
home.

More important still is 
the plain truth that atten- 
dances have declined over 
the past five or six years de- 
spite the fact that thousands 
of soccer-loving migrants 
from almost every country 
in Europe arrive in this 
country every year. 

Here in Victoria the posi- 
tion is no worse and poss- 
ibly no better than in other 
States although in deference 
it must be said that in this 
part of Australia the round 
ball code has the toughest 
fight of all in competing 
with the stronghold of Aus- 
tralian Rules. 


Compared with former 
years, fans in Melbourne 
can have little complaint if 
any at all of the ground 
facilities and amenities 
which are undoubtedly way 
ahead of any other State 
in Australia. 

Four club sides — Cro- 
atia, Slavia, Alexander and 
George Cross — share the 
most modern soccer ground 
and amenities in Australia 
at Olympic Park, South 
Melbourne Hellas and Ha- 
koah are nearly on a par at 
Middle Park and the same 
applies to Juventus, Mel- 
bourne and Footscray JUST 
at St. Kilda Cricket Ground.
